pathetic and generous in our treat- 
ment of such cases. 


"We roust have the confidence of 


young people or all is lost, for 1 can- 
not conceive that mere blind punish- 
ment by the law, bringing shame and 
disgrace in its wake, can possibly be 
the answer to our present troubles,"
